n ions of other Pzinces , namely and eſpecially foz the naturall bozne 
Suviccts of her Maieſties Kingdomes x dominions, with intent and pur⸗ 
poſe to traine them vp in falſe and erronious doctrine, by meanes whereof. 
>[[Diners of her Waicſties naturall Subiecteshaue not onely beene peruer⸗ 


ted in matters ofRcligion,but allo taught dzawen and perſwaded from the 
—— of their naturall ductyes ⁊ alleageance vnto her Maieſtie as their naturall Pꝛince and 


ancly Soueraigne, and by ſpectall direction from the Pope ⁊ his Delegates haue beene made inſtruments 
in lundꝛy wicked trayterous pꝛactiſes, tending not onely to the mouing and ſtirring vp ofRebellion within 
their naturall Countryes (which thꝛough the goodneſſe of Almightie God, and her Maie ſties pꝛouident 
gouernement hath alwayes beene foꝛeſeene and pꝛeuented) but alſo to the endangering of her Maieſtics 
moſt Koyall perſon: Her Highneſſe hereupon foꝛeſeeyng the great miſchiefes that might enſue by ſuch trai⸗ 
terous and wicked inſtruments, did therefoze by her Pꝛoclamation bearing date at her Maieſties Pal- 
lace at Meſtminſter the tenth day of January, in the thice and twentyeth peere of her moſt pꝛoſperous 
Keignenotifie vato her Subiects, that if any of them, oꝛ any other within her Highnelle Dominions, after 
tze publiſhing ofthat Pꝛoclamation ſhoulde receiue, mainteyne, ſuccouro2 relieue any Jeſuite, Seminarie 
men maſling Puicſtes, oꝛ other like perſons afoꝛeſayde, which ſboulde come, oz ſboulde be ſent into this 
Kealme, 02to any other her Dominions, oꝛ ſboulde not diſtouer the reteiuing oꝛ harboꝛing of the ſame per 
ons oꝛ any ſuch vagarant counterfeit perſons, as might iuſtly by their behautour be ſuſpected tobeofſuch: 
qualitic and cuill condition, as alſo (in caſe they ſhould remayne with them at the tyme ol the ſayd Pꝛocla⸗ 
mation 02 afterwards) ſhould not bꝛing them befozc» next Juſtice, oz befoze ſome other publique Officer, to 
te end they might be in like ſo2t committed, and foꝛthcomming to be eramined, and to receiue ſuch puniſh- 
ment as by her ighnes ſhould be thought meete accozding to their delertes: That then they ſhould be repu⸗ 
ted as maintayners and A bbettoꝛs of ſuch rebellious and ſedicious perſons, and recciue fox the ſame their 
contempt, ſuch ſeuere punilhment, as by the lawes of the Realme, and her W Pꝛincely authoꝛitie 
might be inflicted vpon them.

Dythence which time, ſome enlample hauing bene made fo: the condigne 3 of ſuch as haue con⸗ 
_ temptuouſly bꝛoken her Highneſlc expꝛeſſe commandement in that behalfe giuen by the laid pzoclamation,x

ian the like crimes: Her Maicſtie finding, what though the malice and obſtinacie of lome, and the wilfull 
ignozance of many others, that neythet the ſayd pꝛotlamation, no2 the ſayd cnſamples haue wꝛonght ſuch 
ect of refomation.as bpon good hope tonteyued of this her foꝛe warning. her Highnelle hath expected and 
| delired:andperceyuing withal, that ſometraytcrouſly affectcd , haue ol late by letters, libelles, pamphlets 
wu bookesboth mamma and printed, 22 andtrayterouſly giuen out, that the aid moſ ho 
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Atong A by tundr of therr ownc lettetz, and conftſſions, delides the late manyfeſt atteniptes of the 
we companions directed by the Pope out of the nombcr of the ſayde Seminarics 2 
rtv actuall ebellion in Jreland , that the very ende and purpoſe ol theſc Jeſuites, Seminary men, and 
(ach like pꝛieſts ſent 02 to be ſent ouet into this Realme and other her Parefties dominions from the parts 
veyand the ſeas, is not oncly to pzepareſundzy her Maicſties ſubiects inclinable to difloyaltie, to be apt 
to gine aydetokoprepgne inuaſion and to ſttrre vp rebcllion within the ſame : but alſo (that moſt perilloug 
to depuue her Maieſtic vndet whom, and by whole pꝛouident gouernement with Gods aſſiſtance,theſe 
Kealmes ig long and ſo happily kept and continued in great plenty, peace,and mee lyfe, 
crownc , and dignutic. 
eee rate the Eben cſtateofher Paiclties Realme 
arid Countreycs it theſe attempts be not moꝛe ſeuercly looked vnto a puniſhed, and to the intent none ſhoulde 
ttt the publication hereof cxcuſe themſelues by pzetence of any ignoꝛance: Her Maieſtie doeth therefoꝛe 
bereby ſignifre vnto all het louing Subicctes, and to all other within her Dominions , that all the ſaide 
Jeautes, Seminatic men and P:teſtes atoꝛeſaide comming into theſe her Dominions in ſuch ſecret mancr, 
de and ſo of al her Subiects fo the reſpects afoꝛeſaid, ought to be, holden, eſtcemed and taken foꝛ Traitozs 
to het M ucſty, het Crowne and Realme: Ind that al ſuch as after the publiſhing of this pꝛoclamation ſbal 
wittingly and willingly receiue harbour, aide,comfozt, relicue and mainteine any ſuch Jeſuite, Seminarie 
man,o: Pucſt, as is afozeſaide, ſhalbe,and ought to be dcalt with,vſed,and pꝛocecded on, as willing and 
witting aidcrs, comforters, relieuers and maintainers ol Traitoꝛs committing high treaſon to her Maie⸗ 
ſtics Pet ſon: And that euery ſuch perſon, as ſhall haue any ſuch Jeſuite, Seminarie man, oꝛ Pꝛieſt in his oz 
her houſe,o2 companic,at the tyme of the publication hereof,o2 after, ᷣnowing him to bee ſuch, and ſhall not 
forthwith do his oz her beſt endcuour to bꝛing him, oꝛ cauſe him to be bzought befoze the next Jultice ol the 
peace, o: ſome other publique Officer to be committed to pziſon, whereby hee map be loztheomming to an

Ind moꝛeouer her Highneſſe plcaſure and erpꝛeſſe commandement ts that none of her HSubiects noꝛ any 
other vnder her ob2iſance, ſball ſuffer their childꝛen oꝛ any other being vnder charge oꝛ gouernement, except 
lawful marchants ſuch as without couin ſhalbe Agents, oꝛ Factours fox lawful marchants in their trades 
ol marchandize beyond the Seas, +mariners foz thcir voyages, to departe out ofthis Realme without her 
Dighncſle eſpeciall licence firft had and obteyned, vpon paine of her Highneſle diſpleaſure, and ſuch further 
puniſhment, as map be impoſed on the offendozs in that behalfe foz ſuch their contempt and offence. Ind 
that aſwel alſuch of her Maieſties ſubiccts,as bee at this pꝛeſent of the ſayde Seminaries and Societies 
rrected beyond the ſeas,as afoꝛeſayd, and ſhal not returne within one quarter of ayeere after this pꝛoclama⸗ 
tion made, as all other which after the publication hereof ſhall paſſe ouer the ſeas and bee of any the Semi-
